Douglas  MacArthur  Dies; 
Strength  Delays  Death 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  -General 
of  the  Army  Douglas  MacArthur 
died  Sunday. 

AMERICAN’S  “OLD  soldier” 
succumbed  at  2:39  p.m.  EST  to 
the  ravages  of  three  major  opera- 
tions within  a month  at  Walter 
Reed  Army  Medical  Center.  He 
was  84,  and  a mere  shadow  of  the 
man  who  fought  with  dash  and 
glory  through  three  major  U.S. 
wars. 

Death  was  attributed  to  acute 
liver  failure. 

HIS  BELOVED  wife,  Jean,  and 
son,  Arthur,  were  at  his  side 
when  his  stout  heart  finally 
failed.  Doctors  are  frankly  amaz- 
ed that  he  had  survived  so  long. 
One  said  he  was  kept  alive  toward 
the  end  only  by  his  “innately 
strong  constitution,  his  strong 
fiber,  his  will  to  live.” 

The  general’s  body  will  be 
taken  to  New  York  and  will  lie 
in  state  at  the  Seventh  Regiment 
Armory  there  for  one  day.  Then 
he  will  be  taken  to  Washington 
: where  the  general’s  body  will  lie 
in  the  rotunda  for  a day. 

THEN  THE  body  will  be  flown 
to  Norfolk,  Va.,  where  it  will  lie

MacArthur  Memorial 

Following  funeral  services  in 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  in  Norfolk,  in- 
terment will  take  place  in  the 
MacArthur  Memorial 

HOSPITAL  OFFICIALS  said 
MacAuthur’s  death  was  attribut- 
ed to  “acute  renal  and  liver  fail- 
ure” following  his  recent  surgical 
operations. 

FOR  MACARTHUR,  death 
came  just  as  he  foresaw  it  when 
he  bade  the  cadets  at  West  Point 
farewell  less  than  two  years  ago. 

“Twilight  is  here,”  he  told  the 
cadets.  “I  listen  vainly,  but  with 
thirsty  ear,  for  the  witching  mel- 
ody of  faint  bugles  blowing  revei- 
lle, of  far  drums  beating  the  long 
roll.” 

“I  WANT  YOU  to  know  that 
when  I cross  the  river  my  last 
conscious  thoughts  will  be  of  the 
corps  . . . and  the  corps  . . . and 
the  corps.” 

Before  he  faded  peacefully  in- 
to a coma,  his  anxious  doctors 
said  he  had  entertained  them  with 
tales  of  distant  battlefields  and 
stirring  combat. 

HE  REMAINED  alert  and  det- 


ermined almost  until  the  end.

Home,  family,  missionary  work 
and  the  truthfulness  of  The: 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  themed  the  134th  ses- 
sion of  April  Conference  over  the 
weekend. 

President  David  O.  McKay  key- 
noted the  Conference  with  a sole- 
mn warning  to  Church  members 
about  moral  standards,  the  sanct- 
ity of  marriage  and  the  respons- 
ibilities of  citizenship. 

A SECOND  THEME,  the  truth- 
fulness of  the  Church  w'as  intro- 
duced by  Elder  Mark  E.  Peterson 
who  described  the  world-wide  re- 
volution in  religion,  the  awaken- 
ing of  traditional  Christianity  to 


stirring  reaffirmation  of  the  new 
revelation"  that  re-established  the 
primitive  Church  as  the  Church 
of  latter-days. 

Iilembers  of  the  General  Aut- 
horities returning  from  missions 
brought  back  greetings,  reports 
of  booming  progress  and  testi- 
monies of  the  Lord’s  help  in  the 
missionary  effort.  Pres.  A.  Theo- 
dore Tuttle  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can missions  reported  a doubling 
of  Church  membership  in  two 
years. 

Sunday’s  morning  session  was 
opened  with  President  Tanner’s 
testimony  of  revelation  beginning 


with  Adam  and  Eve  and  fulfilled 
daily  through  the  prophet  at  the 
head  of  the  Church. 

Elder  Franklin  D.  Richards,  re- 
turning from  the  missions  in 
Eastern  America,  told  members 
to  “give  their  all — time,  talents 
and  means.” 

BISHOP  ROBERT  L.  Simpson 
picked  up  the  home  and  family 
theme  and  begged  fathers  to 
“merit  the  affection  of  your  sons” 
with  love,  correct  guidance  and 
communication.  “Any  red-blooded 
father  will  throw  back  his  should- 
ers and  say,  ‘I’d  give  my  life  for 
my  family,”  said  the  bishop.  “But 
are  you  willing  to  give  up  your 
favorite  TV  show  in  the  mean- 
time”? 

The  family  theme  was  reiter- 
ated by  Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer, 
assistant  to  the  Twelve,  who  quo- 
ted a fragment  of  President  Mc- 
Kay’s address:  “Pure  hearts  in 
pure  homes  are  always  within 
whispering  distance  of  heaven.” 

“HOW  IMPORTANT  IT  is  that 
mothers  be  enthroned  as  queens 
in  the  home  to  teach  the  gospel  to 
their  children,”  he  said  and  warn- 
ed against  the  “frightening  trend” 
of  emancipation  of  women. 
“Emancipation  from  what?”  he 
questioned.  “Domesticty,  mother- 
hood, your  children?” 

President  Brown,  in  his  after- 
noon address,  stated  “God  is  not 
an  abstraction  or  an  absolute.  He 
exists  in  time  and  space  as  we 
do  and  has  ends  to  achieve.” 

HE  ALSO  CITED  the  efforts  of 
modern  churches  to  find  their 
way  back  to  primitive  Christian- 
ity and  reafirmed  “We  have  an 
absolute  conviction  of  God.”

Monday  with  general  sessions 
at  10  a.m.  and  2 p.m.  BYU’s 
Oratorio  Choir  imder  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  John  Halliday  will 
sing,  and  University  corale  un- 
der Kurt  Weinzinger.

Dr.  Fletcher  added  that  social 
scientists  come  nearer  to  measur- 
ing progress  with  their  “measure 
of  goodness”  of  cities  and  the 


concept  of  mature  adults,  but 
even  these  do  not  show  the  pro- 
gress of  man. 


"UEHI  SAID  to  his  son  ‘Man 
is  that  he  might  have  joy.”  If  this 
is  so,  success  depends  on  how 
much  joy  is  created  in  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  people,”  Dr.  Fletcher 
summed.

‘Tinkering’ 
Over;  Use 
Scientists 


“Economic  growth  occurs  when 
venturesome  business  exploits 
new  technologies,”  stated  Jack 
W.  Whittle,  executive  assistant 
to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
the  Continental  Illinois  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  at  a special  Exe- 
cutive Lecture  Friday. 


In  the  past,  according  to  Mr. 
Whittle,  “tinkering  geniuses” 
were  doing  all  the  discovering. 
“Now,  tinkering  geniuses  are  be- 
ing replaced  by  scientific  men,” 
he  said. 


THE  PROBLEM  that  was 
placed  before  a board  of  busi- 
nessmen in  Chicago  was  that  of 
bringing  more  economic  develop- 
ment to  the  city.  The  board  came 
up  with  the  conclusion  that  the 
major  worry  to  the  United  States 
today  is  unemployment. 


According  to  the  survey  the 
US  has  approximately  6 per  cent 
unemployment,  whereas  Chicago 
has  4 per  cent.  One-fourth  of  all 
the  unemployed  are  under  25  and 
at  least  12  per  cent  are  unmar- 
ried. 


THE  OUTLOOK  for  the  fu- 
ture,  according  to  Mr.  Whittle, 
is  for  more  and  faster  technologi- 
cal change.  As  a result  of  ihis 
unless  something  is  done  the  un- 
employment rate  will  go  up. 


A $980  grant  for  testing  speak- 
ers to  be  used  in  speaker  systems 
lias  been  granted  by  the  Univer- 
sity to  Delroy  Ashby  a fifth-year 
engineering  student  from  Nyssa, 
Ore. 

The  research  project  will  be 
conducted  during  the  summer 
and  extends  into  the  fall  if  ad- 
ditional funds  can  be  found. 

THE  NEED  for  a definite  test- 
ing procedure  was  reanzed  when 
the  equipment  for  the  sound  sys- 
tem of  the  Y Center  and  the  Har- 
ris Fine  Arts  Center  were  being 
developed. 

PROF.  DARREL  J.  Monson, 
Electrical  Engineering  Dept. 
Chairman,  will  act  as  faculty  ad- 
visor for  the  project. 

“There  is  no  industry  accepted 
method  of  testing  speakers  which 
indicates  how  good  a speaker 
really  is,”  said  Prof.  Monson. 

HE  SUGGESTS  that  personal 
prejudice  is  all  that  is  available 
when  selecting  speakers  for  per- 
sonal hi-fi  sets. 

Mr.  Ashby  will  conduct  the 
project  and  receive  technical 
assistance  from  both  faculty  and 
students  in  the  Electrical  EngiU' 
eering  Dept.
